Continuation of 3. NOTE: The claims introduce 'analyzing flutter' as a means of aeroelastic analysis.. 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As stated during the interview summary dated 
1/30/2009, the inventor Darin P. Haudrich stated that aeroelastic analysis and flutter are one in the same. The amended claims do narrow 
the domain of the invention but Mr. Haudrich's statement about flutter opens another region of search. Therefore, the amended claims in 
this after final are not going to be entered based on the reasoning that another search would have to be performed. 

The Examiner feels the previous cited claims were rejected by the prior art. In general, 'areoelastic analysis' of applicant is equivalent to 
'aeroelasticity' of Boiler. The Examiner feels the amended claims is a step in the right direction. 
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
